Upland is in third place among 
the tabulation of cities of South- 
ern California on the basis of their 
March building permits. 

As is always the case, Los An- 
geles heads the list, with San 
Diego second. Next in line is Up- 
land—ahead of all other southland 
municipalities. Pasadena, Glen- 
dale, Long Beach, San Bernardino 
and other rapidly growing cities 
are below Upland in the tabula- 
tion based on the value of new 
building started in March. 

This city enjoys the rare dis- 
tinction because of its total of 
$279,200 building valuation last 
month. A permit for the Upland 
Housing Authority 100-home proj- 
ect is largely responsible for the 
March total. 

Admittedly, construction is far 
below normal throughout the 
Southland. Usually all metropoli- 
tan communities have much larg- 
er building totals than that re- 
corded last month.

Although this was a compara- 
tively small beginning, when com- 
pared with the huge amount of 
work to be done, still it was an 
auspicious start and Mrs. Theo- 
dore Stamm, surgical dressings 
chairman, was highly pleased with 
the day’s accomplishments. 

Due to the long-delayed arrival 
of the gauze, the work is far be- 
hind the schedule adopted when 
the project was assigned to the 
Upland chapter nearly two 
months ago, and the production 
must be accelerated if the chap- 
ter is to supply its quota of the 
surgical dressings that will help 
to ease the pain and save the 
lives of many wounded boys. 

VOLUNTEERS NEEDED 

Upland Junior Welfare League, 
of which Mrs. Stamm is a mem- 
ber, has undertaken to supply the 
necessary trained supervisors and 
a number of women have spent 
many hours learning in detail the 
proper way to make the dress- 
ings.
